
THE 3IEMI»HIS MEETING. 



Today is marked by the beginuing of racing 
,at the important Memphis meeting. Few of 
the western meetings promise to be more re- 
plete with racing problems of the most inter- 
esting character. When it is considered that 
such noted horses as Ornament, Bannockburn, 
Lieber Karl, Salvable, Macy, Boanerges. Flying 
Dutchman, Performance, Presbyterian, Isabey, 
Ulysses, Buckvidere, Good Times, Gath, Sligo 
II, J. A. Gray, Paul Kauvar, Forbush, Linda, 
Sim W, Belle of Memphis, Wilson, Tom Collins, 
Moncreith and Marquise will be among the 
many horses that will be carded to start during 
the progress of the meeting it can easily be seen 
that there is a distinct advance over former 
seasons in the very important features of class. 

It has been a very favorable spring for train- 
ing operations, the natural sequence being that 
the horses will be more forward in condition 
and better fitted to run to the full measure of 
their varying capacities than is usually the case 
early in April. 

Interest today will center on the decision of 
the Montgomery Handicap. Any race in which 
Ornament is a starter will always call for gen- 
eral attention because he is, if not, really the 
best horse in the country today, certainly one 
of the best, with apparently only Ben Brush, 
The Friar and Hamburg to dispute his claims 
to first place. All reports agree that his work 
-at Memphis has been in line with his reputa- 
tion. Miles in 1 :44 and 1 :43, a mile and a six- 
teenth in 1 :"i0, and finally a mile and an eighth 
in 1 :55, of which the fractions were 12, 241, 36i, 
494, 1 :01, 1 :15, 1 :28, 1 :4U, 1 :48, 1 :55, are convinc- 
ing evidence that the great son of Order is ready 
to go to the races. 

Of the other good horses at Memphis, Perform- 
ance is reported to have worked a mile easily 
in 1:44; Good Times a mile and a sixteenth in 
1 :494; Ulysses a mile in 1 :45; Buckvidere a mile 
and a sixteenth in 1 :524. Boanerges showed at 
Little Rock that he is fit and good, Salvable 
has done good work at Louisville under the 
watchful eye of Pat Dunne, and, in short, few 
•of the horses from which much has been ex- 
pected have failed in their work to come up to 
the expectations of their owners and admirers. 

With the Montgomery Handicap disposed of 
to-day, the other stake events at Memphis will 
be run off in the following order :

New Gayoso Hotel Stakes, 2-year-olds, 1-2 
mile, Thursday, April 21. 

Cotton Steeplechase Stakes, about 2 miles, 
Saturday, April 21. 

Luehrmann Hotel Stakes, 3-year-olds, 1 mile, 
Tuesday, April 26. 

Memphis Stakfes, 2-year-olds, 5-8 mile, Thurs- 
day, April 28. 

Peabody Hotel Handicap, 3-year-olds and up- 
ward, 1 1-8 miles, Saturday, April 30. 

• The Newport meeting also opens today. It 
scarcely ranks in importance with the Memphis 
meeting, mainly because it lacks the dignity 
and interest added to a race meeting by stake 
races. But despite the fact that nothing but 
purses are to be raced for, hundreds of horses, 
many of high quality, are gathered at this very 
fast track and the meeting will no doubt be 
marked by many contests of a high order. 

Monday will bring about the inauguration of 
the eastern campaign of 1898, since on that day 
racing begins over the Bennings track at Wash- 
ington. The Arlington stakes, a half-mile dash 



for two-year-olds will be the main feature of 
the first day. Of the thirty-throe entries the 
most highly tried are W. C. Daly’s Rusher, by 
Magnetizer— Rushlight; Jimmy McLaughlin’s 
Counselor Wernburg, by Sir Modred — Nonage; 
P. J. Dwyer’s Chanler, by Hyderabad— Ella T; 
F. R. Hitchcock’s Tartan, by Cheviot — Peters- 
borough; G. H. Kernaghan’s Deceptive, by 
Deceiver — Anna Gray; G. T. Miller’s Five 
O’clock, by Magnetizer— High Tea and R. W. 
Walden’s Prestidigitatrice, by Springfield — 
Active. The Washington spring meeting is 
always a very pleasant turf re-union, and the 
prospect there this year is for very good racing.

GOSSI P OF THE TURF. 

Recently in the course of a gossip about the 
past in racing at San Francisco, says the San 
Francisco Bulletin, John Campbell told about 
his coup with Actor: 

• “Talking about heat races, said Campbell, 
“reminds me of the time I made a big clean-up. 
I think it was the biggest winning I ever made. 
It certainly was the longest shot I ever picked. 
In 1892 I had a stable on the big eastern tracks 
and was in partnership with Mr. Walcott. I 
remember one day a heat race came along. We 
had a- maiden two-year-old which we wished to 
have beaten so it could get an allowances in 
some other races in which he had been entered. 
I saw Mr. Walcott and spoke to him about this 
race. I said: ‘Now, here is just the race for 
our maiden. We can put him in here and get 
that allowance. He can’t beat those aged liorses 
at heat racing.’ 

“To make a long story as short as I can, Mr. 
Walcott agreed with me. We started the 
youngster, the name of which was Actor. When 
I went in the ring I saw 1,000 to one against him 
in every book. I knew Actor was a pretty shifty 
sort of a colt, and felt sure that he could take 
the first heat, which was only a mile. I said to 
myself, “I’ll bet $40 on him to win, and if he 
takes the first heat why then I can lay it off. 
Actor went out and he just galloped home. I 
thought he would get the heat, but had no idea 
that he would win so easily. As soon as he got 
back to the paddock I looked at him. He didn’t 
seem a bit distressed, and after he had cooled 
off a bit he looked as fresh as ever. I went into 
the ring as they were going to the post and our 
colt was 7 to 5. I got so much the best of the 
betting,’’ chuckled Mr. Campbell, “that I de- 
cided not to lay it off ; either win $40,000 or lose 
$40. To my surprise and intense gratification 
Actor won the second heat and race as handily 
as he did the first. As soon as I saw Mr. Wal- 
cott I told him what I had done, ‘You didn’t 
beat me,’ he said; ‘I had $40 on him, too.’ So we 
won in all $80,000 on the race. Actor, though he 
haa shown us to be of little account, never won 
a race after that.’’ 

[The only trouble about the story is that Actor 
wasn’t a maiden at the time. He had won twice 
before.] 

There will be at least eight books on the line 
at the coming Newport meeting, and possibly 
ten will draw in on the opening day. While the 
betting privilege has been disposed of to one 
man, the word is given out that the betting wilj 



not be conducted on the one-man plan. Also, 
there will be no field book, as the management 
thinks that the^ man who bets a dollar is en- 
titled to the same price as the man who bets in 
larger amounts. The grand stand and sur- 
rounding buildings have been treated to a gay 
but not gaudy coat of yellow paint, with red 
trimmings. The track is surprisingly fast. Com- 
petent horsemen predict that without rain from 
now till the opening day horses will be able to 
run six furlongs in 1 :15 and miles in 1 :43. This 
is truly an extraordinary state of affairs, when 
the last flood is taken into consideration. — 
Cincinnati Enquirer.

No such horse ever won the Lake View Handi- 
cap. It was a Washington Park Stake for two- 
year-olds and ceased with 1894. In 1892 King 
Lee won, in 1893 Rey El Santa Anita and in 1894 
Gath. 

NOTES OF THE TURF. 

Despite his last year’s managers assertion to 
the contrary Jimmy Michael seems determined 
to become a jockey. McCabe has had him rid- 
ing all kinds of horses at Gravesend and he has 
steadily improved in his work. Jimmy has done 
so well, in fact, McCabe has made up his mind 
to allow him to ride a horse at Gravesend on 
the opening day of the Brooklyn meeting. 
Michael will not ride at the Queens County 
Jockey Club’s meeting because McCabe is afraid 
to trust him on the abrupt turns at the Aque- 
duct track. His first mount at Gravesend will 
probably be the three-year-old Hanover colt 
Handball. 

Tod Sloan, presumably acting for the Fleisch- 
manns, has been for several weeks trying to 
secure Geyser. He asked Mr. Corrigan to put 
a price on the horse, and the big turfman final- 
ly replied that he would take $10,000. Sloan 
offered $8,000, which was refused. It is doubt- 
ful whether $10,000 would purchase the speedy 
son of Ben Ali, which cost Mr. Corrigan $1,500 a 
little over a year ago.— Breeder and Sportsman. 

Steeplechase rider Welch was ruled off the 
Ingleside track Saturday. He rode a foul race 
on Foremost, carrying Tortoni wide and furth- 
er aggravated matters by striking Kinney, who 
was up on Tortoni, with his whip during the 
race. When called into the stand he was badly 
intoxicated, so the Judges thought racing 
would get along just as well without him. 

Fortunate pulled up lame at the conclusion 
of his last race. 



A NEW “Ol TLAAV’’ FIELD. 

A dispatch from Washington to the Morning 
Telegraph holds out hope of a home for the now 
homeless Maryland “outlaws” in these terms: 

“With the passage of the Putzel bill comes 
the announcement of a probable reopening of 
the St. Asaph track in Virginia. 

“J. M. Hill, who is the prime mover and the 
principal stockholder of the Virginia Jockey 
Club, is authority for the statement that the 
sport will be resumed in the Old Dominion im- 
mediately after the close of the Bennings meet- 
ing. He has issued a call for a meeting of 
those interested in the association, and will 
lay before them the chances of conducting a 
race meeting at St. Asaph upon a paying basis. 

“The cessation of racing there during the 
past two years has been duo to the fact that a 
clash with the Maryland tracks would have 
been financially disastrous, rather than from 
any fear of legal interference. The laws of the 
State do not prohibit the holding of races or 
giving away of prizes. Bookmaking and the 
displaying of odds, however, is not permissible. 
This stumbling block, Mr. Hill claims, can easily 
be overcome by adopting a system of w^agering 
similar to that in vogue upon the tracks con- 
trolled by the Jockey Club. A foreign book, 
which is controlled by the Hill and Jones fac- 
tions, has been in operation at St. Asaph almost 
continuously since the closedown of racing at 
that place. Mr. Hill claimed that the question 
of booking on races run over their track can be 
as easily disposed of as that of the foreign 
book, which at first raised a howd from the ‘law 
and order’ element. 

‘The conference between the Jones and Hill 
factions will be held before the end of the week, 
and then a definite date will be set for the re- 
opening. In the meantime preparations are 
quietly going on for the prospective resumption 
of the sport. A force of carpenters has been 
put to work repairing t)^e sheds and stables, 
which have been neglected since the closedown. 
The track has been kept in good shape, and can 
be in readiness at a few days’ notice. 

“The Old Dominion track at Alexander Is- 
land will not be reopened, as it will be cheaper 
to race at one track only, and St. Asaph can be 
put in readiness for the sport at much less cost 
than the Island ”
